This is responsive to the Office Action mailed September 15, 2005, having a shortened 
period for response set to expire on October 15, 2005. Applicants elect claims directed to the 
invention of Group I, which includes claims 1-24 and 26-28, drawn to "distributing information 
from a computer to multiple users on a network." Applicants reserve the right to further 
prosecute without prejudice the non-elected claim 25. 

However, Applicants also traverse the restriction requirement pointing out that claim 25 
of Group II is not drawn to a "way of distributing information between multiple users", as 
mistakenly claimed by the Examiner, but rather it is drawn to "distributing information from a 
computer to multiple users on a network", the same as elected claims 1-24 and 26-28. 
Therefore, reconsideration is requested for examination of claim 25. Moreover, claim 25 is only 
one claim, and the embodiments of this claim are so closely related to claims 1-24 and 26-28 as 
not to require separate fields of search. 

Accordingly, neither Applicants, nor the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office should be put 
through the trouble and expense entailed in multiple filings and lengthy prosecution. In addition, 
Applicants submit that the public-at-large should not be required to obtain and study several 
patents in order to have available all of the issued patent claims covering the invention.
